All conjeétures have 
their ufe : they either give a new reading, fix the receiv- 
ed one’; 6¢ thew how very little any conjeéture, how 

¢ foever, is to be depended on. 

Concerning various readings, Bentrey lays down 
this rule. Yee farther any reading is removed from that 
which is commonly received, it is more probable to be the 
tut ine, becaafe lefs likely to have been corrupted. Te may 
Bé urged in the Dr's favour, that he only lays this down 
aa Feppotition ; but it muft be confeffed, that he argues 
frorh if a¢ from a truth. Where any paffage is 
faulty, how fhall we come to the true reading? In a 
want of MSS. we mutt throw in fome word which gives 
a confiftent fenfe, and that with as little variation from 
the received reading as pofible. But if the conjeCure 
if ever f6 different in the form of the letters, it mutt be 
édinitted, rather than one which does not give a fenfe 
agreeable to the whole paflage.

‘Two Critics have en- 
deavoured to heal this wound, but neither of them is 
fucéefsful. One gives av/a, and the other cura; which 
indeed are not greatly different in the form of the letters 
from the common reading, but convey a meaning diffe- 
rerit from that of azra, and the fenfe of the whole paf- 
fige.

fore with decency himfelf; but it is fcarce poffible to 
fpeak of Dr. Benriey, and keep ones temper ; and in-

N the London Evening Pof of Fan. 11. appeared a 

letter under the name of Puito, defigned, asthe 
author declares, to wipe off the a/perfions which have 
been lately catt upon Mr. Warn. Of a// which yt 
fions or imputations, he fays, the atmoft he can make is, 
That Mr. Warp is a quack, i.e. not a phyfician. Mr. 
Puio is certainly a little deficient either in his know- 
ledge of this controverfy, or in his veracity, to reduce 
all the imputations on Mr. Warv to this fingle one, that 
he is a quack: of the fignification of which word he 
feems to be intirely ignorant, by his explication of it, 
i. @. not a phyfician: ag it every one who is xot a ply/i- 
cian is a guack. 
To prove Mr. Warp to be a pbyfictan, he asks, J: 
phyfick the art of curing ? and adds, Then Mr. Warn 
may be graduated by the voice of one whole zation. 
_art of curing depends upon the knowledge of the nature 
'of human bodies, of their different conititutions, of the 
various difeafes to which —. are fubjeét, and of the 
remedies proper for them. Mr. Warp, without pre- 
tending to have this knowledge, applies two or three 
medicines, or perhaps the fame under twoor three forms, 
to perfons of different fexes, ages, and conftitutions, as 
remedies for almoft all diftempers. This fort of prattice, 
if it fucceed in many inftances, can at molt entitle the 
practitioner toa claim of having in his poffeffion a me- 
dicine, which cures many perfons; but gives him not 
the leaft claim to the art of curing s there being no man- 
ner of art exercifed in the promifcuous diftribution of a 
remedy to all forts of perions. And tho’ I can not al- 
low the truth of what is here intimated, that Mr. Warp 
has been graduated by the voice of one whole nation; yet 
I own, that he has been dottorified dy the voice of a great 
part of one sation, efpecially that part of it here in town ; 
and that the degree of Dottor has been at leatt as juftly 
conferred upon him, asupon Dr. Mors, or Dr. Rock. 

But Mr. Puito’s memory feems to fail him: for tho’ 
he had juft before reduced all the émputations on Mr. 
Warp to the fingle one of his being a quack, he now 
adds another, But the medicine be gives is dangerous. 
This imputation he anfwers in a furprizing manner, 
This fuppofes the medicine known, which is a falfe fad. 
There 1s, it feems, no judging of the danger of any me- 
dicine, by the violent, or even fatal effets of it, unlets

publick expence. When a more authentic relation of 
this gentleman's progrefs, than what has been given in 
our News-papers by way of puff, thall appear, it will be 
time enough to confider the force of this plea. 
Let us therefore pafs on to the laft, Mr. Waron’s great 
charity in giving eway his medicines, fince a/l who know 
him, know profit is not bis aim, but that cut of compalfion 
be gives as much, as from gratitude he receives. If the 
bafis of this drop and pi// be one of the five known pre- 
parations of Axtimeny, of two of which 40 graiss, and 
of the other three 480 grains are fold for a pen, as was 
afferted in the 257th Yourna/, and not yet, as I know; 
contradicted ; and if one fingle pi// weighing about a 
grain be fold for a crown: I cannot difcover any great 
act of charity in giving away thefe pi//s to great num- 
bers of people, fince the price of one pi// fold, will pay 
for the bafis of 2490 according to one computation, and 

for that of 28,800 according to the other. That profit 
is not at all Mr. Warp’s aim, who gives as much as be 
receives, is at befta very improbable truth, which no 
one can believe, till it be made appear, either that he had 
fome confiderable eftate when he went into France, or 
that he acquired. one there, or that one has fallen to him 

fince his return; neither of which is fo much as pretenc- 

ed. Without one of thefe fuppofitions, how is it poffi- 

ble, that his charity fhould be {fo exterfive, as to give a- 

way as much as be receives from his praétice, and confe- 

oy get nothing at all by it; and yet fupport him- 

elf in the manner he does, and be able, as has been 

lately intimated, to build an Infirmary ? I know no way 

by which Mr. Putio can anfwer this, without having 

recourfe to a Letter publifhed in the Lomdun Evening Pof, 
July 25, inwhich the world was told a great fecret, 

viz.

adventures’. Now allowing, that Mr. Waaro, being 

neither a /rivoluus, trifling, bold, nor ignorant pretender 
ta phyfic, does not deferve the name of a guack; yet as 
he has certainly been am itinerant pretender to phyfick and 
Surgery, he may juftly be fayed at !eaft to have been, if 
not to be at prefent, a mountebank, or rather mounta- 

bank. And as he became a phyfician by bare prafice, and 

now applies gencral medicines at all adventures, he may 

very properly be ftiled at this time an e mpirick. 

But it feems to be with very little reafon, that Mr. 
Warp and his friends are offended at any who give him 
even the title of guack, fince they have taken the fame 
methods to {pread his fame, which the moft notorious 
guacks generally put in prattice. If fuch numbers, as 
is pretended, have been, and dayly are, reftored to 
health, by thefe remedies, there neither could, nor can 
be, any occafion to proclaim their fuccefs in fuch repeat- 
ed puffs; much lefs to ufe any finifter means to pro- 
cure affidavits to palliate any accidental mifcarriage. The 
perfens who have received the benefit would {ufficiently 
make known the merit of their benefactor; againit which, 
if real, the utmoft oppofition in news-p:pers and pam- 
piece could have no prevalence. For my part, I have 

ecome more fufpicious, that all is not right in this af- 
fair, from reading the incredible accounts, and blafphe- 
mous allufions, which have been publifhed in relation to 
it: of which take the following fpecimen, in the Lon-
